SUBJECT: Operation of the Office of Scientific Intelligence 


/The following is an effort to set forth the basic theory, mde- 
which 0/SI ought to be operating. It is distilled froii our discussion

1. The DCI has the responsibility for the production of m tioml 
scientific intelligence. (Note: There exists no generally accepted 
definition of national scientific intelligence.)
